REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

To the Honorable Board of School Directors and Citizens: 

I am pleased to submit my twelfth annual report of the 
schools of Clarendon. 

Seven’schools are being maintained during the present year. 
Statistics relating to teachers are as follows:

Section 4187, Public Acts of the.General Assembly, of 1935, 
reads as follows: 

“The board of school directors shall employ teachers upon 
the recommendation of the superintendent and fix their 
compensation but in no case shall the compensation be less

than thirteen dollars per week for a teacher with the lowest 
grade certificate. This shall be increased three dollars per 
week for a teacher holding the limited standard certificate, 
four dollars per week for a teacher holding a professional 
probationary certificate, and five dollars per week for a 
teacher holding the professional standard certificate.” 

Under the minimum program legislation that was passed 
during the first of 1935, state school rebates are distributed to 
the different towns in lump sums rather than based on various 
items as has been the policy in the past, with the understanding 
that state requirements are fulfilled in the maintenance of the 
different schools. However, it is understood that these rebates 
are to be used by the town school district for legitimate items of 
current expense including the following: “transportation, ad¬ 
vanced instruction, supervision, and rural teacher salaries. To 
be elgible for state aid under the preceding sections, towns must 
comply with the provisions of the law relative to the teachers’ 
salaries, appointment of superintendents, detailed financial 
reports to the state department, raising and expending seventy- 
five cents on the dollar of the grand list, and any other require¬ 
ments of the statutes.” 

According to the minimum program, the a,mount received 
by the town of Clarendon is, approximately $3,085.39. 

The enrollment and attendance of pupils are given below.

The interest of the Parent-Teacher Associations in the dif¬ 
ferent schools has provided substantial materials for the welfare 
of the students.

The Hill and East Clarendon schools need painting inside 
and out. The inside of the Flats school, also, needs painting. 
This means a protection to the property. 

The school directors have made repairs where it seemed 
absolutely necessary and are interested in maintaining the build¬ 
ings in good condition. 

Cooperation on the part of all parties concerned is necessary 
to provide the best possible educational opportunities for the 
children.

WARNING 


The legal voters in March Meeting of the Town of Clarendon are hereby 
notified and warned to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, the 
3th day of March, 1936, at 10 o'clock A. M., to act on the following prop¬ 
ositions: 

1. To choose a Moderator. 

2. To act upon the reports of Town Officers. 

3. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen to appoint one or 
two Road Commissioners instead of electing them by ballot. 

4. To elect all necessary Town Officers. 

5. To see if the Town will vote a sum of money to take advantage of 
State Highway Law and Resurfacing and if so, how much? 

6. To see what tax said Town will vote to pay current expenses of 
said Town for the ensuing year, and to pay the indebtedness of said Town. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to pay the taxes to the Town Treasurer. 

8. Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted 
in this Town? 

9. Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town? 

The vote under such article shall be by ballot, in form as provided by 
this act. Such ballots are furnished by the Secretary of State. 

By No. 17, Sec. 13 of the Special Session of December, 1935 a referendum 
was provided to be held at the March Meeting of 1936 on the Green Moun¬ 
tain Parkway. This requires an article in the warning as follows: 

10. “Shall an act of a special session of the General Assembly held in 
December, 1935, entitled ‘An Act for the establishment of a national park 
known as the Green Mountain Parkway, limiting the lands held therefor, 
prescribing the jurisdiction to be retained by the state, making an appro¬ 
priation in connection therewith and providing for a bond issue/ become a 
law April 1, 1936." 

11. Shall the overseer of poor be under the control and direction of the 
selectmen, and for cause may be removed by them? 

12. To transact any other necessary business.
